Oft-Told History Related By One.
Who Was There and Tool

SHERIDAN WAS SURPRISED

A Defeat and Route That Was
Almost Unexplainable to
Both Sides,

(By Gen. Gabriel C. Wharton,
With Introductory By Maj.
John W. Daniel,)

An [nteresting nrtlcle on the great bat-
ta of Cedar Creelt (sometimes onlled

Belle Grove, and sometimes Middleton's)
1a furnlshed by General Wharton, who
there commanded a division of thres bri-
gudes, The brigades wers amall, having
lost heavily at Wincheater the night
before;, and {n many battles of that year,
Including Lloyd's Farm, New Murket.
Cold Harbor and numerous minor r\n:
tlons, They wers commanded at Cednr
Creck by Colonel Thomas Smith, Colonel
MeDonald, of New Castle, Crulg county,
and Mojor Potbr J. Otey, the late die.
tinguished representative from Lynch-
burg.

Tho followlng facts about this hattla
may pow be regarded as settled, al-
though for a time falss rumors wers
clroulatad.

1. Lleutenant-Genaral Jubal A. Early
planned the battle, It was the most

Hotehklss, and tha senlor division com-
minder of the Second Corps, Major-Gen-
ernl John B. Gordon, to the top of Throo
Top: Mountaln, which overhangs  the
Bhenandosh Itiver,*and prosents o elear
view of the flakl, on October 17th to take
observations, Hotehklss brought baclt to
him that night a sketoh map of the ene-
my's positlon, Gordon eam o sea him
next doy, the 18th, and substantloted the
report of Hotchkisa that the enemy could
be asealled on thelr left flank.

Earry summoned his chief offlcars that
day, gove each his specific Instructions,

alon.

The Federn] cavalry was overwholming-

moutted, while durs wns not; belng well
armed, while ours was not, and belng o
mugh more numerous, overmatehed our
thin lines of horsemon nt overy point,

Goneral Wharton, belovedq and honpred
by his men for hi§ virtues as o man, and
for his sturdy, constant and efficient
qualltics ng an offlcer, hos added an o=
tractive page to our milltary histor.
Ha fully says of General Early, In na
Intter which Illeg before me: "1 do not
think that nny general, with the possibla
exception of Stonewnll Jacksnn, could
have aceompllshed more with (he 'nade-
quiate forca aml difficeltics he hag 1o
gontend with, than did Ganeral Enely."

This Goneral concludes with n very
remirkable and Interesting statemment,
that supports what Early always cou-
tended—1, e, that the afternonon assnuli
of Bheridan's: army was loyally made
nnd pught to have been repulsed. This
stntemant s that General Sherldan “dld
not resume the fight, bhut mersly to monge
n demonstration,” and that whan *“ha
snw the Infantry on our (the Confodarnta)
left glving away and retreating from his
skirmish line, le ordered his eavalry to
pursue the flecing enemy, "

After the defeat of Gonsrul Tarly's
forces at Winchester, on the 18th of Sep-
tember, 1864, and the hurrled retmt from
Fisher's I, two daya later, General
Early fell back up the Valley of the
Shanandoah; not belng pursued by Gen-
eral Sherldan, remalned for ahout three
weeks reorganlzing and resting hls men
and getting supplies. About this  tima
Genernl Kershaw's Divislon was sent to
Genernl  Early's  assistanco. Genernl
Early moved down the Valley and took

poliitnn on the turnpike ns near am I
thought ndvisable, Colonel Carter alsgo
moved up his artlllery. I had walted
In thls poeition for perhaps two or threa
hours when Geéneral Early, with severn]
of his staff, appearsd. 'I reported to him
whit I had dons, and he saw I was
rendy to procesd and walting the moyés
ment of the other command, General
Enrly nsked If 1 had heard any, firlng
townrd the right; in the directlon of Gen-
ernl Payne and Goeneral Qordon. 1 told
him T had not,  All waos quiet; wo rodae
out n short distance, atopped and la-
toned, but not o sound wns heard, Gen-
aral Harly remarked, “Gordon should
have nttacked by this time," saying, ns
ha left me, ho would ride over to kee
whit Goneral Korshaw was doing, Oen-
eral Kershaw's position belng In the di-
rectlon of whera General Oordon wna to
attacle the enomy (tha Highth Federal
Corps),  About a half hour after General
Early left ma I heard firing, which 1
supposed  wos caused by Genernl Gors
don's attack. The Arlng goon Increaned;
thén there wers Gevaral shots from the
c¢annon,  The frlng on the pight of our
e nealpst Lhe MWighth Corps  soon
slirred up the Federals on tha north alde
of the turnplke. Colonel Carler ran up
severnl pleces of his artillery and fired in
the dirbetlon of the Ninateenth Corps,
and, we learned aflerwards, with such
good effect na to materinily interfera with
ils formation and organizution
GORDON'S AND EHNRSHAW'B AD-
VANCH. }

Genernl Gordon's . attack upon the
Bighth Corps was evidently a surpriss,
Hea, with thoe nsslatines of Qeneral K-
shiw, soon routed that corps, klling and
wounding and capturlng many, Gordon
and IKershaw pushed tha routed BEighth
Corps neross the turnplke, strick the
Nineteenth Corps, which was also driven
baek In soma confusion, but making re-
glstance mora or less effective, As soon
ns the enemy waa forced back north' of
the turnplke and' tha bridge over Cedar
creek, 1 moved forward with two bri-
gndes, followed by Colonel .Carter with
his artillery, with my third brigade in
rear of the artlilery,

BTRAGGLERS.

As wao crossetl the rlalng ground, east
of the bridge, there seemed to be a
number of stragslers In the eamp and
in the rear of the attacking force, Col.
Thomas Smith, who was In command
of the laading brignde, detnched n gunrd
and sent him with orders to all strag-
glers to Joln thelr commands ot once.
Colonel Smith's ofMficer reported o com-
paratlvely  small number of
straggling, but that most of them wera
tenmstars now conneated with the qunr-
termastar and commlssary depnrimonts
or cltizons who were following the army.
ARRIVAL OF WHARTON'S TROOPS

ON RIGHT OF S8ECOND CORPS,

When my column, moving along the
turnplke, nrrived about oppoilte  the
right of Genoral Gordon and General
Korshaw the firing was quite sharp, 1

WHARTON RETIRES BY GORDON'S
MORNING ROUTE.

Wea then retired and left the fleld by
the route and road Geneml CGordon had
talian the night previous, and arrived at
oiir camp on Fisher's Hill about 11 A, M.,
Just twenty-four hours from the time we
had departed, expecting n glorfous re-
treat, but now after an Inglorlous rout
tired and dlsappointed, |

I raported to General Farly that I wns
back In my camp, nnd that I had gotten
out In falrly good order. Tho next morn-
ing General Early rotired with hls com-
mand up tha Valley, my brigade forming
his rear guard, but we were not pursued.
Bome days after, Genorml Gordon and
Ganeral Kershiw were ordered to join
General Lee's nrmy. After some weeks
my command wis orderad to Fisher's
Hill to prepare for winter quarters. Thus
endad General FEarly’'s “Valloy Cam-
palgn,”™ which had been very much criti-
clseil In most Instances, 1 think,

THH PLAN OF BATTLE WELL CON-
L DUCTED—COMMENTS.

With regard to the Cedar Craek hattle,
I wish only to add that the plun of battlo
wna wall conducted. Eneh commander
carrlacl out hls orders successfully until
about '8 A. AL ‘on the 19th up to that
tims 1t was a brilllant success. The
enemy had been pouted, and hod made
but very Ineffectiva reslstance. About
that time or a ltile later I arrlved, as
aubove stated, with two briagdes. Col-
anel Carter niso came up with his artll-
lery. I think It was a mistake to have
ordered my two small hrlgades to charge
the BIxth Corps, especlally under the
great disadvantages offered by the rough
ground. The 'enemy wera In a good
poeitlon, and  prepared, with over-
whelming numbers, to recelve our at- |
tack. Had my original orders been car-
ried out, svhieh were to contlnue to mova
on to the right until the enemy's flank
was turned, tha result might have heen
very different. As It was tha attack
wns futile, and the loss to my command
very serious. Why we dld not move on'
later I cannot say. Of course, T dld not
know the condition of our forces on my
left; but with the lights then hefore me,
1 expected a continuous forward move-
mant, and after taking my position on |
the south side of the turnplke, on the
enst of the villnge of Mlddletown, I was
certainly expeoting, for several hours,
orders to mova forward. One serious
migtalka I think, was made In not send-
Ing the prisoners and artillery ecaptured
in the morning to a reasonable dlstance
far mafety, There was ample time for
that purpose.
